EFFORT TO DEFEAT CLAIM 


Introduction of Evans Resolu- 


tion Prompts Hint by Gov- 
ernor; Fare Bills and 
Others. 


[BY A STAFF CORRBSPONDENT.] 

Springfield, III., Jan. 15.—[{Special, ]—Gov. 
Deneen threatened tonight, covertly but 
Plainly enough, to call a special session of the 
legislature if the present assemblage refused 
to give him the funds necessary to continue 
the investigation of the Illinois Central ac- 
counts and the prosecution of this company 
for payment of back compensation. 

This threat was made necessary by Sene- 
tor Henry Evans of United States Senator A. 
J. Hopkins’ district, who presented to the 
senate this morning a resolution designed to 
tie up the appropriation asked by the gOV- 
ernor, and hold the investigation for lack oF 
funds, 

In a statement, which the governor issued 
tonight, he said: 

It ig thought better to secure an ample 
fund now rather than be compelled to re- 
convene the general assembly in the event 
of an appropriation insufficient to carry on 
the suit.’’ 

The threat is not more than a hint, but it 
oe serve the purpose of a stronger declara- 


Drennan on Scene. 

Railroads easily were first in the hearts of 
their countrymen today. John G. Drennan, 
able seaman from the Lllinois Central office, 
appeared in the offing in the morning, and the 
sight of him seemed to fill the statesmen with 
a patriotic desire to do things for and against 
the railroads, 

Of all those who performed in this wise the 
Honorable Henry Evans was the star dis- 
turber. Gov. Deneen and the senate organ- 
ization have not yet recovered from the 
shock Mr. Evans gave them by introducing 
& resolution in thesenate attacking the valid- 
ity of the election of President John T. Hara- 
han of the Iindis Central railroad on the 
ground that the board of directors of this 
company were unconstitutionally chosen 
when E. H. Harrinian reorganized the road 
and ousted Stuyvesant Fish. 

Some one handed Mr. Evans the resolutions 
which. he introduced. They evidently were 
not his handiwork, and suspicion, perhaps 
undeserved, is attached to the Illinois Central

Governor Explains Status. 

Gov. Deneen considered the matter of suffi- 
ctem importance to issue a statement to- 
night, which explains the necessity of se- 
curing additional money, explaining espe- 
cially that portion of his request for another 
appropriation which will give him $100,000¢or 
further investigation. In this statement, 
after reviewing the charter provisions of the 
roads which give him the authority to inves- 
tigate, he eays: 

“It is manifest that until another appro- 
priation shall be by law appropriated the 


_ governor alone has power to examine the

Must Examine Books. 


“Tt ig evident that the latter question will 
require a thorough examination of the books 
of the company. Already there has been 
expended in such examination $28,692, vouch- 
ers for which aré on file in the office of the 
auditer of public accounts. The examina- 
tion is still in progress, and at present ne- 
cessitates an expenditure by the governor 
of about $2,500 a month, an expenditure 
which will be greatly increased from this 
time on. As it is beyond question that in 
the event of a speedy trial the expenditure 
of a large sum of money will be necessary 
to complete the examination of the accounts 
of the company, and as, after the expira- 
tion of the present session, there will be no 
regular session of the general assembly for 
two years it ie thought better to secure an 
ample fund now rather than be compelled 
to reconvene the general assembly in the 
event of am appropriation insufficient to car- 
ry on the suit.

Jury in Long Debate. 


When the jury convenéd at 10 o'clock in the 
morning Assistant District Attorneys Childs | 
and Shirer, who represented the government 
in the investigation, did not accompany the 
jury. Only when summoned to explain some 
intricate law point did they enter the grand | 
jury room, 

From the time it took to review the evi- 
dence it was apparent that the jury wae not | 
a unit on the question of indicting. Fre- 
quently the sound of voices raised in protest 
or argument floated over the transom and 
the declaration is made that four of the | 
jurors sought to have a return of no bill 
made. If such were the case it would not 
affect the result, as only a majority is re- 
quired to vote a true bill, and there are 
twenty-three members of the jury. The same 
would be true if there were only a quorum of 
sixteen members present. 


Basis of the True Bill: 


The specific acts upon which the bill 
against Walsh is based and by which he is 
charged with misapplying bank funds are 
the use of “ memorandum notes.“ Upon 
these and other financial devices Walsh was 
able to divert $13,000,000 from the deposits | 
of the bank, which money was used in fur- | 
thering his railroad schemes. The mem 
orandum notes were made out at Walsh's | 
request by men in the bank and the names of | 
éther Walsh employés signed to them. Be- 
neath the signature was the word mem- | 


erandum to show the signatures were not | 
those of the men whose names were used. In 
each case the notes, which were for $100,000 | 
and discounted at 8 per cent, were backed 
by bonds in one or more of the Walsh rail- | 
roads. 

Another Inquiry to Be Held.. 


The jury which will return the indictment | 
is drawn from the old northern district of | 
Illinois, and has had under consideration | 
only such. acts as occurred prior to March 5, 
1905. Another grand jury will be summoned | 
soon, probably early in February, to hear 
testimony relating to affaire which happened | 
after the redistricting in March, two years

The gravity of the condition of the sur- 
vivors of the disaster is made greater by the 
lack of food, and in many cases of shelter of 
any kind.

FEATURES OF JAMAICA AND ITS CAPITAL AND DETAILS OF PREVIOUS DISASTERS. 


INGSTON, the capital of the island 
of Jamaica since the terrible earth- 
quake of June 6, 1692, which de- 
stroyed the old capital, Port Royal, 
le the chief metropolis of the Brit- 
ish West Indies. Its history, with that 
of Jamaica, ig linked with the romance and 
crimes of the old buccaneering days when 
pirates ravaged the Spanish main and ter- 
rorized the western seas. 
Kingston, being the seat of government, 
contains a number of public buildings, chief 
among which are the governor general’s 
palace, the council chamber, the mnaval 
arsenal at Port Royal, the military hospital, 
the prison, the Officers’ club, and the bar- 
racks. The governor's official residence is 
at King’s house, five miles from the govern- 
mem buildings. 
The barracks are stationed 8,000 feet up on 
the side of the mountain, at Newcastle. The 
drive from the city te the barracks is one 
of the features of a trip to Kingston. 
In contrast with many tropical cities, the 
streets of Kingston do not wander about in 
apparently aimless and confusing manner. 
The founders of the town more than two 
centuries ago laid it out with compasses, 
and the streets run north and south and east 
and west, with geometrical precision. 
The intersection of King street, which runs 
north and south, and Queen street, which 
runs east and west, was in former days the 
center of the town’s business activity, but 
the gro of business has removed the busi- 
ness center from the place chosen originally 
for it. Both these streets are, however, as 
everybody knows who has ever visited Kings- 
ton, unusually attractive thoroughfares. 
They ve a width of sixty-five feet each, 
and where they intersect there is an open 
space or plaza of about ten acres. This was 
once used as a parade ground for the troops 
and as @ market place, but it was later in- 
closed by the government and turned intoa 
sort of park called the Parade garden, With 
its heavy growth of tropical plants and flow- 
ers it forms one of the prettiest spots in the 
city. 

Busy City, Not Imposing. 
The general appearance of the business 
Cistrict of the city. is not especially imposing, 
but a good deal of business is done there, 
and in many respects facilities are entirely 
modern. The city has three building so- 
cleties, an ice company, a marine insurance 
company, a telephone company, an electric 
light and power company, a trolley company 
which runs cars through the city and between 
the city and all its suburbs, there are two 
banks, the Colonial bank and the Bank of 
Nova Scotia. 
The city streets and most of the houses and 
other buildings are lighted with gas, while 
many of tne private residences use electricity 
for lighting purposes, At the lower end of 
King street is the public market, with a public 
landing place nearby, so that the market may 
freely be reached by water as well as by land. 
Most of the streets are paved with asphalt 
or vitrified brick. 
At the upper end of King street, not far 
from the Parade — is a statue of Queen

Victoria, erected in commemoration of the 
sixtieth anniversary of ner accession to the 
threne. At the foot of thesame street stands 
a statue of Sir Charles Metcalfe, who as gov- 
ernor of Jamaica in the early part of the last 
century brought about better relations be- 
tween the planters and the emancipated 
blacks. A statue of Father Dupont, a Roman 
Catholic priest who labored among tie poor 
of Kingston for many: years, stands at the 
northeast corner of the garden. 


Some Principal Buildings. 


The principal buildings of the city include 
the theater, the colonia? bank, the lunatic 
asylum, the public hospital, the penitentiary, 
the town hall, the Institute of Jamaica, and 
the Jamaica club. There are many re- 
ligious buildings, including the parish 
church, the coke chapel on the parade; St. 
Michael's church, near Rae town; the Holy 
Trinity Roman Catholic church. There ig 
also a synagogue at Charles and Duke 
streets. 

The parish church is especially venerated 
by the white people of Kingston because of 
its historic association. Within it rests the 
body of Old Benbow,” as the famous ad- 
miral was called. He died in Kingstom as 
the inscription om his tomb shows, of a 
wound in his leg received in an engagement 
with M. du Casse, Nov. 4, 1702.”

The Supreme Court of Judicature meets 
in the old courthouse in Harbor street, the 
lesser courts meeting in the former military 
barracks on the parade, where also ere the 
office of the public works, school inspector, 
register of titles, and.the immigration de- 
partment... There is a branch of the post- 
office at Duke and Harbor streets. The 
revenue and custom offices are at the west 
end of the city, and the single railway sta- 
tion is near them. 

The trolley lines traverse most of the 
principa? streets and cover a section about 
six miles long. 


Has Some Big Hotels. 


Kingston and it environs have numerous 
hotels, the Myrtle Bank and the Con- 
stant Spring being the largest and best 
known. The Myrtle Bank is a three story 
structure, built of brick, with a big court- 
yard and a fountain in the center ofit. It 
has a spacious lawn and a wide plazza sur- 
rounding it. Its rear windows overlook 
Kingston harbor. 

The Constant Spring is ite miles from the 
center of the city proper; and is managed by 
L. Scatti, who used to run the Motel de l' Eu- 
rope at Barcelona, and earlier the Carlton 
and Savoy hoteles in London. Smaller hostel- 
ries are the Park Lodge, in Bast Queen 
street, and the Knutsford Park, while many 


— 


tourists preferred to live in boarding houses, 
of which there are many of all grades. 


Whites Live in Suburbs. 

Most of the white residents of Kingston 
have thelr residences in the suburbs, which 
are unusually beautiful and well cared for. 
Sir James Alexander Swettenham, captain 
general and governor in chief of Jamaica, 
maintains an attractive establishment in one 
of these suburbs and makes it the center of 
the life of official society. Other prominent 
Englishmen live in such suburbs as Camper- 
down, Torrington, Franklin town, and Camp- 
bell town. 

The harbor is heavily fortified and there 
are stationed in various parts of the island, 
with headquarters at Kingston, two regi- 
ments of infantry, 
and a company of artillery. Brig. Gen. J. E. 
W. S. Caufield is the commander of all the 
military forces on the island. 


Island’s Ancient History. 

The town of Sevilla del Oro, established by 
the first Spanish colonists under Juan d' E- 
quivel in 1509, was close by the bay of St. 
Ann, the Santa Gloria of Columbus, near 
the middle of the north coast, and the spot 
is still marked by the ruins of an ancient 


church. But the permanent Spanieh colony 


was on the southern plain of Liguanea, 
backed by a ridge of hiJls of the ame name, 
and its capital, founded in 1525 by Diego 
Colon, was the Santiago de la Vega which 
the English called Spanish Towm, and re- 
tained as the capital of their colony until 
1868. During the old wars of Queen Eliza- 
beth’s time Sir A. Shirley made an attack 
upon Jamaica, but did not occupy K, and in 
the time of Charles I., one Col. Jackson from 
St. Kitt’s plundered and nearly destroyed 
Santiago of the Plain. Later on the island 
was coolly partitioned among “ eight noble 
families,’’ but ne respect was paid to their 
title when, under Cromwell's administra- 
tion in 1655, Penn and Venables finally got 
possession and an English colony was plant- 
ed. By that time the Spanish had exter- 
minated the original population and had 
themselves become reduced to about 1,500 per- 
sons, with an equal number of slaves, and 
were chiefly engaged in cultivating cacao. 
Most of the Spaniards took refuge in Cuba, 
while the negroes fled to the mountains and 
became the nucleus of the maroons, 


In the Days of the Pirates. 

The first British colonists were a rude lot, 
and speedily the buccaneering and slave trad- 
ing era set in. and Port Royal was founded 
at the end of the palisades, as the sand 
spit inclosing the bay was then called, as 
the headquarters of the most iniquitous com- 
bination of enterprises ever countenanced by 
a civilized nation. As the traffic became 
jucrative, the place attracted adventurers 
from every quarter, and Port Royal itself 
united to more than royal opulence the worst 
vices and the lowest depravity that ever dis- 
graced a seaport; nor could anything else be 
expected in a city whose most nonored deni- 
zens were buccaneers, most welcome visitors 
slave traders. But a terrible retribution 
seemed toa wait the sinful city of the sand spit.

Anxiety for Steamships. 

Inquiry at the various steamship offices of 
lines interested in trade with the West Indies 
brought the response that very few of their 
ships were in Kingston harbor on Monday or 
today. The Atrato of the Royal Steam Packet 
company left Kingston for New York on Mon- 
day afternoon with a large number of pas- 
sengers. | 

The Virginia of the Atlas service of the 
Hamburg-American line left here on Jan. 3 
and was due in Kingston this morning with 
about fifty passengers. The Prinz Eitel 
Friederich of the same line is now on its way 
to Kingston from Colon with few passengers 
and is scheduled to arrive on Thursday. The 
Samia of that line, with a full list of passen- 
gers, will not arrive there until Friday.

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MAKES PLEA FOR BLIND, 


HELEN KELLER URGES NEW YORK 
TO EXTEND HELPING HAND. 


Telle Audience at Waldorf-Astoria 
That Census of Persons Afflicted as 
She Is Is First Step Necessary to 
Arrive at Basis for Intelligent 
Work—Thinks Sightless Should 
Not Be Beggars and Will Not Be if 
Given Chance, 


New York, Jan. 16.—[{Special.}—A throng 
that taxed the seating capacity of the floor 
and both tiers of boxes of the grand ballroom 
of the Waldorf-Astorla turned out to hear 
Miss Helen Keller speak at the first impor- 
tant meeting of the New York Association 
for the Blind. 

The assoclatlon was first broached at a 
meeting held ten months ago and its object, 
as outlined by Dr. Lyman Abbott this even- 
ing, is not only to alleviate the conditions of 
the sightless, but to call the attention of 
the public to how much of the blindness 
throughout the country could be prevented if 
intelligent care were given to those with 
eye afflictions. 

Miss Keller rose to a great burst of ap- 
plause and was led to the center of the stage 
by Prof. Alexander Graham Bell. 

I shall repeat each sentence after Miss 
Keller, said Prof. Bell, because her voice 
is not strong enough to reach to those in 
the rear. It is twe years since I talked with 
her. Then she was a little girl, but tonight 
I find her grown to womanhood.”’ 


Heaviest Burden of Blind. 

Miss Kellerspoke with so much earnestness 
that at times she went on impulsively with- 
out waiting for Prof. Bell to repeat her last 
sentence. Again she would speak while the 
audience was applauding, not knowing, of 
course, that the applause was drowning out 
her words. She said: 

The heaviest burden of the blind is not 
blindmess, but idleness. Our work for the 
blind is practical. The Massachusetts com- 
mission, your association, and the New York 
commission are placing it on a sincere basis. 

„The first task is to make a careful census 
of the blind, to find out how many there are, 
how old they are, what are their circum- 
stances, when they lost their sight and from 
what cause. Without such a census there 
can be no order in our work. In Massachu- 
setts this task is nearly completed. 

„The next step is to awaken each town 
and city to a sense of its duty to the blind. 
For it is the community where the blind 
man Uves that ultimately determines his 
euccess or his failure. The state can teach 
him to work, supply him with raw material, 
and capital to start his business. But his 
fellow citizens must furnish the market for 
his products and give him the encouragement 
without which no blind man can make head- 
way. They must do more than this; they 
must meet him with a eympathy that con- 
forms to the dignity of his manhood and his 
capacity for service. Indeed, the community 
should regard it as a disgrace for the blind 
to beg on the street corner or receive un- 
earned pensions. 

Duty to Train Blind. 

“One of our critics has suggested that we 
who call the blind forth to.toil are as one 
who should overload a disabled horse and 
compel him to earn his cats. 
village where I live there was a woman 
so mistakenly kind to a pet horse 
she never broke him to harness, and fed him 
twelve quarts of oats a day. The horse had 
to be shot. I am not afraid that we shall 
kill our blind with kindness. I am still less 
afraid that we shall break their backs. 

“Nay, I can tell you of blind men who 
of their own accord enter the sharp competi- 
tion of business and put their hands gealously 
to the tools of trade. It is our part to 
train them in business, to teach them to use 
their tools skillfully. Before this associa- 
tion ever was thought of blind men had given 
examples of energy and industry, and with 
such examples shining in the dark other blind 
men will not be content to be numbered 
among those who will not or cannot carry 
burden on shoulder or tool in hand-—those 
who know not the honor of hard won inde- 


pendence. 

“I appeal to you, give the blind man the 
assistance that shall secure for him com- 
plete or partial independence. He is blind 
and falters. Therefore, go a little more than 
half way to meet him Remember, however 
brave and ere he is, he always will 
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RAILROADS NOT TO BLAME, 


SAYS “JIM” HILL IN PROTEST. 


Declares He Only Owns 7 Per Cent of 
Great Northern Stock—Points Need 
for More Trackage. 


Minneapolis, Minn., Jan: 15.—“ This coun- 
try is facing, in a commercial! sense, a disease 
one might call slow paralysis,“ declared 
James J. Hill, president of the Great North- 
ern railroad, at the opening session of the 
Northwestern Lumbermen’s association in 
the courthouse today. 


“ The railroads today are blamed for every- | 


thing, practically, that is wrong. The Great 
Northern road is blamed. I am, blamed be- 
cause it is intimated that I own the Great 
Northern railroad. The truth of the matter 
is that I own less than 7 per cent of the stock 
of the Great Northern road. 

There are 3,200 shareholders in the com- 
pany, 1.100 of whom are women. You never 
knew that before, but that is the situation, 
and when we ask our shareholders to sub- 
scribe $60,000,000 more stock to our already 
large capital in order that we may build more 
trackage to carry the business of the west to 
the east, we are made defendant in a. suit 
brought by the state of Minnesota.” 

Mr. Hill was the principal speaker at to- 

day’s session of the lumbermen's convention. 
The statement quoted was made in the 
course of a speech in which he said: 
At this time, when the lumber business is 
a constantly increasing factor, the lumber 
trade of the country is being concentrated on 
the forests of Washington and Oregon. I was 
talking to the president of the Northern Pa- 
cific within amonth. Their capacity is meas- 
ured by the tunnel through tae Cascade 
range. Everything working fairly, good 
grade and good rails, they can get fro: 300 
to 850 cars a day in each direction; and that 
is all they can move through that hole, and 
often they are called upon to move 600 or 700 
cars a day.

PERJURY IN SECURING WEDDING 
LICENSE IS CHARGED. 


Grand Jury at Steubenville, 0., the 
Scene of Romantic Elopement in 
October, Hurls Bombshell Inte the 
Vice President's Household—Young 
Lochinvar Charged with Disguising 
Himself as Workman and Giving 
False Information to Clerk, 


Pittsburg, Pa., Jan. 15.—[{Special. }—Fred- 
erick C. Fairbanks, son of Vice President 
Fairbanks, was indicted today by the Steu- 
benville (O.) grand jury for perjury commit- 


ted, it is alleged, to procure the marriage 
| license with which last fall he married Miss 


Helen Scott. Officers left today for Spring- 
field, O., to serve the papers on him. 

The alleged perjury, according to the tn- 
dictment, consisted in the declaration made 
by young Fairbanks that he was a working 
man and that both he and Miss Scott. now 
Mrs. Fairbanks, were residents of Adams 
county, O. 

The indictment adds a new chapter to the 
Fairbanks-Scott romance, which culminated 
in an elopement from this city last October 
and a quiet wedding in Steubenville. Mr. 
Fairbanks’ suit for the hand of Miss Scott, 
one of Pittsburg’s most beautiful girls, was 
opposed by both families, though both houses 
immediately forgave and blessed the young 
couple as sdon as they announced their mar- 
riage. 

Indictment Comes as Bombshell. 

The incident was considered closed and Mr. 
Fairbanks and his bride had settled down to 
married life when the Steubenville grand 
jury hurled its bombshell today. According 
to the information on which the jury acted 
the eloping couple left Pittsburg on Oct. 10 
last year and went to Steubenville.

Tries a Second Amendment. 


The vote no sooner had been announced 
than Ald. Dever sent to the clerk’s desk a 
second amendment aiming to replace the 
last paragraph of the Foreman resolution, 
thus:

That is the best that the Foreman 
resolution ean do. But the Foreman reso- 
lution puts the mayor in an unfair position.

But the most serious phase of the ques- 
tion is the implication that in the Foreman 
resolution an attempt is being made to get 
away from the referendum.

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PROPOSED ‘SETTLEMENT OF CHICAGO ) TRACTION QUESTION 
Ia BEFORE COUNCIL BY TRANSPORTATION. COMMITTEE. 


HE proposed 3 of Chicago's 
street car question, laid before the 
city council last night by its commit- 
tee on locat transportation, consists of 
two ordinances giving the City rail- 


Way and the ee, Mee company. 
successor to Union Tra „ A Heense to 
operate a street oar system in designated 
streets from Feb. 1, 1907, to Feb. 1, 1927, or 
until the city or a company licensed by the 
‘city shall purchase the properties with a 
view to eventual municipal operation. In 
effect, the operation of street railroads under 
the terms of the contract will be a partner- 
ship between the grantee companies and the 
city until municipal purchase takes place. 
Im the provisions for the operation of the 
roads under this partnership, the rehabill- 
tation of the service, extensions thereof, and 
the terms of municipal purchase the two 
ordinances are identical. The Union Trac- 
tiom contract differs from the City railway‘s 
in the provisions for the reorganigation of 
Union Traction, the perfection of the title 
to the north and west side properties, the 
disposition of the Consolidated Traction 
company, which operates the outhying nes. 
and the construction of hew river tunnele 
to connect with the ng subway system. 


BUCONSTRUCTION.—Both 1 
provide that the work of reconstructing the 
street railway properties and of bringing the 
service up to the highest attainable standard 
shall begin at once under the supervision of a 
joint board of supervising engineers selected 
by the city and companies, The cost of the 
rehabilitation ig to de borne and paid by the 
companies, it being provided that no con- 
tract or subcontract (except in the case of 
tunnel construction) shall be let by the com- 
panies without the approval of the en- 
gineers’ board, and no bilie for material and 
labor paid without similar approval. To the 
actual cost of the work 10 per cent will be 
added as contractor’s profit and 5 per cent 
as brokerage tn the procuring of funds. The 
board of engineers will report monthly to the 
otty controller the amounts expended for re- 
habilitation and extension. In the case of 
the Union Traction company it is provided 
that the reconstruction cost may be repre- 
sented by bonds bearing 5 per cent interest 
and maturing not earlier twenty years 
hence. 

~~ 

ACCOUNTING.—There will be an an- 
nual accounting and division of net receipte 
between the city and the companies on April 
15 of each year. From the gross receipt will 
be deducted all operating expenses, includ- 
ing maintenance, repairs, and renewals, per- 
centages of special funds for these pur- 
poses and depreciation, .and personal injury 
claims, taxes, assessments, engineers’ sala- 
ries, together with 5 per cent interest In the 
amount of the purchase price which the city 
would be obliged to pay if purchasing at the 
close of the year. In the cage of the Union 
Traction company a deduction may also be 
made for a special fund to protect the city 
against Interest charges on bonds. The net 
receipts then remaining are to be divided, 55 
per cent going to the city, and 45 per cent to 
the company.

THROUGH ROUTES—wWill de estab- 
lished jointly by the companies, twenty-one 
such routes being specified in the ordinances 
running from Seventy-first street to the 
northern and western limits of the city.

TRANSFERS—wWith the fare remain- 
ing at 5 cents for a continuous ride, uni- 
versal transfers are to be given passengers 
everywhere except in the downtown district, 
bounded by Twelfth street and the river on 
the north and west.

The city, or the company, May remove its 
engineer at any time, and the third engineer 
may be removed by agreement between the 
city and company. In case of disagreement 
the judges of the First district Appellate 
court may appoint and remove the third 
engineer, and in case of the failure of these 
judges to act either party may apply to the 
Cireuit court for redress. The courts may 
be asked to remove any of the engineers on 
charges of fraud or corruption. The city's 
and the company’s engineers are to receive 
not lese than $8,600 nor more than $10,000 
a year, and the third engineer fs to receive 
$15,000 a year, and $15,000 a year additional 
during the three years of rehabilitation.

President Mitten’s Letter. 


The much discussed letter written by Pres- 
ident Mitten was addressed during the day 
to Ald. Werno, and is as follows: 

“The Chicago City railway company de- 
sires that your committee and the city coun- 
cil should clearly understand the position of 
the company with relation to the clause pro- 
posed to be added to the ordinance provid- 
ing, in case of a referendum, that the ordi- 
nance should only take effect in case a ma- 
jority of the votes cast upon the question 
should be in favor of the ordinance.

In case of a referendum as proposed, 
if a majority of the votes cast are not in favor 
of the ordinance the company will make no 
claim that the ordinance is operative and will 
make no claim to any rights under the ordé- 
nance, 

The company does not desire to under- 
take the reconstruction of its street railways 
under any ordinance which is disapproved 
by a majority of the people of the city. The 
company is willing to execute any forma] 
contract which may be desired by your com- 
mittee to further protect the city in the mat- 
ter above referred to.“ 


Committee’s Recommendation. 


In the report which accompanied the sub- 
mission of the ordinances the committee said 
in part: 

These provisions and the many other re- 
quirements of the proposed ordinances amply 
protect the rights and interests of the city. 

ordinances are the result of negotiations 
with the representatives of the companies 
involved, who have indicated their willing- 
ness to accept them if passed by the council.’

Knudson Tells His Story.

The question of Assistant State’s Attorney 
Barbour asking Knudson directly his con- 
nection with his wife’s death was replied to 
with a @enial. He said he knew nothing of 
her sick condition until she had made com- 
plaint one Sunday after a noon dinner. He 
explained how he had cared for her and had 
obtained the care of a physician and a nurse 
for her. 

The insurance carried by his wife, he said, 
had been taken out by her at the solicitation 
of insurance men and not himself. He said 
she had allowed three policies to lapse. He 
said he now carries a policy for $7,000. 


Admits Westberg Story. 

Knudson admitted relations with Helen 
Westberg, saying he was not without sin.“ 
But this, he said, had in no way conflicted 
with his devotion to his wife or his affection 
for her. : 

Knudson explained the presence of poisons 
in the house by saying that carbolic acid 
was kept as a disinfectant for the boy’s 
pigeon coop and that he always kept mu- 
riatic acid for use in experiments with 
pressed brick.

SHEA PLEADS FOR FREEDOM

Assistant State’s Attorney Miller, who 
listened to the veiled charge of crookedress 
in the state’s attorney's office, coolly asked 
Mr. Cruice at this point to name the price 
and who paid it.“ Shea’s lawyer, however, 
said he would not do so at present. 

Mr. Cruice spoke all day, with the excep- 
tion of an hour in the morning, which As- 
sistant State’s Attorney Holt used to wind 
up his argument. 

The latter deelared in his conclusion that 
the whole strike had been conceived in a 
spirit of “ graft,’”’ and the whole teamsters’ 
strike, entailing a loss of millions of dollars, 
was the result of the personal ambition of 
Cornelius P. Shea.

DOGS SPARED FROM KNIFE 


| FRIENDLESS CANINES SAVED BY 
COUNCIL COMMITTEE, 


Amendment to Ordinance Giving Un- 
rédeemed ‘“Purps’’ to Medical Col- 
lege Killed by Unanimous vote 
Many Humanitarians Present and 
Loud Applause Greets Ballot—Re- 
port Made on Smoke Nuisance— 
Chief Collins at His Office. 


Friendless dogs found friends yesterday in 
the judiciary committee of the city council. 
The amendment to the city code under which 
unredeemed canines may be disposed of by 
the city pound to hospitals and medical de- 
partments of universities for vivisection was 
defeated by a unanimous vote. 

Mrs. Theodore Thomas, president of the 
Anti-Cruelty society; John L. Shortall, pres- 
ident of the Humane society; Mrs. Harry 
Hammer, Mrs. Robert L. Gifford, Mies Ew- 
ing, Miss Mary Drummond, and a number of 
other humanitarians were present when the 
amendment was ordered filed, ‘‘ disposing of 
it forever,“ as Chairman Dever explained. 
They cheered so they could be heard all over 
the fourth floor of the city hall. 

Ald. Joseph Badenoch, father of the meas- 
ure, told the committee he thought it was a 
good thing. 

The state board of health and the city 
health department is favorable to the amend- 
ment,” he said. Secretary Pritchard of the 
city health department nodded. ‘‘ I am one 
of the kindest hearted men in the world. I 
have taken men by the neck for abusing 
horses in the streets and I've stopped many 
a man from abusing dogs.

Replies to Smoke Report.

more safe. Ever since the death of the To- 
maso girl I have felt that many changes 
ought to be made in the elevated systems. I 
believe every loop and transfer station 
should have some protection on its track 
side. The plan of placing posts near the edge 
of the pletform seems the most feasible. In 
case of an emergency the passenger might 
be able to grasp a post and save himself or 
herself from death. Something must be done 
to insure safety. I shall take up the problem 
with the companies and with the council and 
perhaps something definite may be dccom- 
plished.“ 


Accident Due to Blockade. 


The aceident to Miss Dahlke Was due par- 
tially to the crowds of the morning rush 
hours and partially to a blockade of all the 
„L' systems following a collision. of a South 
Side and a Metropolitan train at the La Salle 
street station of the loop shortly after 7:30 
o'clock in the morning. Although the coll 
sion resulted in no grave harm to passengers, 
it tied up the service to such an extent that 
cars on each of the four lines were blocked 
for at least two miles beyond the loop. It 
was at the time when patrons were coming 
downtown to business in greatest numbers, 
so that crowds surged about on station plat- 
forms outside the loop vainly endeavoring 
to reach the street or transfer to other cars. 
In some cases passengers marooned on the 
elevated structures between stations walked 
on the ties and made perilous attempts to 
free themselves in order to get to their 


offices. 
Crushed by Moving Car. 


Miss Dahlke came downtown on a Logan 
Square train and was forced to leave the 
car at the Canal street station on account of 
the blockade. She attempted to transfer to a 
loop. train. and was pushed by the crowds 
between the platform and the car, The edge 
of the platform is curved at this point and is 
several inches back from the track. Miss 
Dahlke fell partly into the gap and then was 
crushed about the hips as the moving train 
carried her body along the gradually de- 
creasing space between the car and plat- 
form. Members of the fire department, who 
were summoned, had to cut away a portion 
of the car to free the unconsctous girl. She 
was removed by the police to the Presbyte- 
rian hospital, where every effort is being 
made to save her life. It was found she wes 
badly crushed, but no serious fracture was 
discovered. 


FINDS WAY TO FIGHT FEVER 
DUE TO BITE OF WOODTICK. 


Prof. Howard T. Ricketts of University 
of Chicago Working on Vaccine to 
Prevent Disease in Rockies. 


Prof. Howard T. Ricketts of the University 
of Chicago is at work in his pathological la- 
boratories to produce a vaccine which will 
prevent mountain fever, caused, it ls beliewed, 
by the woodtick, whose home is in the Rock- 
ies. His experiments so far have caused 
him to say that a preventive is possible. 

Many of Prof. Rickett’s experiments have 
been performed at the North Pacific hospital, 
with Dr. W. E. Spottswood assisting him. 
He took with him monkeys and guinea pigs 
as subjects for experiment, but now is en- 
gaged in completing his tasks in the labora- 
tories of the anatomy building at the unver- 
sity. 

He describes one with a guinea pig as fol- 
lows: 

After having fed on the infected guinea 
pig for two days the tick was removed, placed 
in a ventilated pillbox for two days more, 
and was attached to the base of the ear of a 
female guinea pig weighing 300 grams, 

After an incubation period of three and 
one half days the temperature of the animal 
rose to 104.2, gradually ascended to 106.4, 
near which point it remained for seven days, 
when it gradually returned to normal, 

One with a monkey is given as follows: 
Between the third and the fourth days after 
inoculation the temperature began to rise 
and until the animal died (on the seventh 
day) it ranged between 105.1 to 106.3.

monkey emerged safely from one attack of 
fever and was immune to other attacks, he 
says: 
“It is evident one attack in the monkey 
confers an active immunity, and on the basis 
of reasonable analogies one may conclude 
that man probably acquires a similar im- 
munity.’’

KBSNBR LEASE IN COURT 


CITY BEGINS LEGAL FIGHT TO 
BREAK CONTRACT. 


. Bases Application for Injunction on 
Provision in Agreement Compelling 
Municipality to Pay Water Rent 
and Lack of Authority of Controller 
MeGann to Bind City by Signature 
—Attorney for Owner Says Action 
Is a Reflection on Chicago Officials. 


The city’s legal department took to the 
Circuit court yesterday the fight by which it 
Is hoped to break the Kesner lease for the 
new Municipal court building in Michigan 
avenue. Its bill takes other points than that 
at first made—the alleged failure of the con- 
tractors to provide the approximate 88,000 
square feet of office space named in the lease. 

Assistant Corporaticn Counsel Barge, in 
the plea filed by the city, calls attention to 
the fact that unfler the lease the city would 
be compelled to pay the water tax, which wii! 
amount to about $200 a year, instead of the 
owners of the building. 

Edward N. D’ Ancona, attorney for Jacob L. 
Kesner, declares that if thie is the only mat 
ter about which the city complains, it might 
easily have been settled by a conference be- 
tween the principals without taking the mat- 
ter into court, 

The city’s step took the form of a petition 
for an injunction against Mr. Kesner and 
Francis 8. Peabody, who is said to be one 
of the owners of the bullding, restraining 
them from taking legal action to force the 
city to fulfill its portion of the contract con- 
cerning the court building: 

Besides the statement that the city would 
be compelled to pay the water tax the peti- 
tion sets forth that Controller McGann had 
no authority to sign the leage, and that be- 
cause of the plans of construction it will be 
impossible to erect a building on .the site 
to contain approximately 88,000 square feet. 


Attorney Gives Kesner’s Side. 

“The written proposal of Mr. Kesner, as 
set forth in the bill, submits his lot, 40 by 171, 
so that it is a simple proposition in mathe- 
matics to figure out the area, given the 
height of the building,’ said Attorney 
D’ Ancona. 

Further, the proposition states that Mr. 
Kesner's architect would be pleased to take 
up the question of details with the city’s 
architect. 

The lease is set out in the bill and is specific 
as to the kind of building to be erected, and 
provides that the floors are to be divided as 
shown upon the plans heretofore agreed upon 
by the city and Mr. Kesner, but states that 
such plans might be changed by the architect 
representing the city, and the lease further 
provides that all the work ih dividing said 
floors of said building into rooms and equip- 
ping said building for the use intended shall 
be done substantially in accordance with the 
preliminary sketch hereto attached, and sub- 
ject to the approval of an architect to be se- 
lected by the city and in a manner meeting 
the requirements of the use to be made of 
said building by the said party of the second 
part (the city). 


Says City Was Favored. 


“The bill alleges no fraud, and straining 
every point in favor of the city, the most 
that can be eaid from the facts as they ap- 
pear in the bill is that the water rates should 
be paid by Mr. Kesner. This is a small 
matter and could no doubt have been easily 
arranged between the parties without the 
necessity of court proceedings, failing in 
which the city might have been permitted to 
have the lease reformed so as to correct this 
omission. if it was an omission, and it could 
well be that im return for the various con- 
cessions made by Mr. Kesner that point was 
conceded to him by the city—one of the con- 
cessions made by Mr. Keener having been 
the change in the height of the cetlings from 
tem feet to twelve feet, involving consider- 
able additional expense to Mr. Kerner. 

„It must be borne in mind that at the time 
the proposition was made Mr. Kesner had 
merely a vacant lot. He was the only citi- 
zen in Chicago willing to enter into an agree- 
ment to erect a building for the city under 
a lease for so short a term as five years; all 
other owners of property insisting on a min- 
imum term of ten years. 

“Tt is a reflection against the city and its 
officials that on the filmsy pretexts set out 
in the bill they should attempt to set aside 
the lease.”’

| to the sanitary district of Chicago. 


Representative Wilson said today that thd 
Tilincis and Michigan canal has not been a 
paying investment for years.

Ned to the house to secure unanimous con- 
sent for @e committee to sit long enough to 
pass the subsidy substitute. The democrats 
objected, thus adding to their record on this 
subject, which they will unquestionably 
make use of, during the next campaign. 
Thereupon the committee adjourned until 
4 o’clock in the afternoon, although it well 
knew the house would ordinarily be in ses- 
sion at that time, especially as the fortifica- 
tion appropriation. bill was under considera- 
tion and had the right of way against all 
other measures. The house, however, was 


adjourned merely to allow this committee to | 


get together and pase a bill taking money 
out of the public treasury which had never 
been considered by the oommittee in that 
form. 

What the emergency was for this extraor- 
dinary action no one seems to know. What- 
ever it may have been, it was bad politics, 
because it will give the dernocrats every pos- 
sible opportunity to make a point against 
the republicans, and to show they went out 
of their way to make a present to Harri- 
man and his associates in the Pacific ocean 
steamship combine. 


Has Approval of President. 


There are stories of a combination by which 
the senators who have been opposing the 
Philippine tariff bill have agreed to let that 
measure get through in return for the pas- 
sage by the house of the modified ship sub- 
sidy scheme. It should be said in behalf of 
Speaker. Cannon, Representative Watson, 
and the others that the ship subsidy com- 
promise, as finally jammed through the com- 
mittee this afternoon, has the hearty ap- 
proval of President Roosevelt. He would 
have liked a tonnage subsidy, but he believes 
that the mall subsidies as arranged in the 
Littauer bill will do a great deal toward 

ullding up American commerce. 

The bill is therefore an adminigtration 
measure, and Speaker Cannon and Repre- 
sentative Watson, backed by the authority of 
the president, and in view of the shortness of 
the session, undoubtedly felt they were jus- 
tified in resorting to extreme measures not 
only to pass this bill but algo to hasten the 
passage of the Philippine tariff measure, 
which every one except a few selfish beet 
sugar and tobacco growers believes to be a 
matter of simple justice to the Filipinos. 

Speaker Cannon stood in the way of the 
original subsidy bill so long that he must 
have had good reasons for believing con- 
gress could safely pass a modified measure 
of this kind without doing violence to the 
interests of the people. 


NEW FILIPINO PARTY FEARED. 


Address Arraigning Government for Its 
Conciliatory Policy Toward Na- 
tives Strikes Strange Chord. 


MANILA, Jan. 15.—Gov. Gen. Smith, ac- 
companied by Commissioners Shustia, Ta- 
vara, and Luzurilga, is making a tour of the 
northern provinces. . 

He has received an address from Mariano 
Crisostomo, who arraigns the government 
for coddling the Filipinos and charges that 
its conciliatory policy is making the people 
a nation of weaklings, unfit to govern them- 
selves, and in suspending the land tax. 

The address strikes a new note, and poli- 
tcians fear it may mean the organization of 
a new party. 

The federal party demand the removal of 
Commissioners Worcester, Dr. Freer, .di- 
rector of the government labratory; Dr. R. 
P. Strong of the bureau of science, and 
Health Officer Heiser. Dr. Freer is 
Worcester’s brother-in-law. 


CUTS DOWN FOREST RESERVE. 


Secretary Hitchcock’s Action Opens 
Land in Cherokee Nation to 
ae Aca: 


Muekogee, I. T., Jan. 15.—Commissioner to 
the Five Tribes Bixby received notice today 
that Secretary Hitchcock has cut down the 
forest reserve in Indian territory to one- 
half the territory in the original order. 
This completely cuts out the Cherokee Nation 
from the area. The former order withdrew 
from allotment this land. Mr. Hitchcock 
gives as his reason that the lands are agri- 
cultural and there is no reason why allot- 
ments should not be made upon such tracts, 
Between two and three thousand square miles 
are affected. 
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Wiseonsih ‘Senator ‘Denounces 
Southerner's „Mania“ for 
Attacking President. ¢ 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 15%.—The senate 
‘discussion of the Brownsville investigation 
resolution today developed into the bitterest 
kind of personal controversy between Sen- 
ators Spooner and Tilman. culminating in 
a scathing arraignment of the South Caro- 
lina senator, _ 

Goaded by frequent interruptlons trom Mr. 
Tillman, Mr. Spooner departed from the 
trend of his speech to deliver ome of the 
most direct and stinging Indictments of a 
colleague: ever uttered in the senate. He 
quoted from Mr. Tillman's utterances de- 
fending lynching and declared that the en- 
couragement. of. such mob violence was a 


disgrace to civilization. He declared that Mr. 


Tillmans proclivity for attacking the presi- 
dent was a mania which the people could 
not take seriously. 

Mr. Tillman was not allowed to reply, but 
announced that at an early date he would 
defend himself against the “insulting al- 
lusions made to him.“ 


Spooner Champions President. 


In the course of a long speech defending 
the aetion of the president in discharging 
the negro troops involved in the Browns- 
ville affray Mr. Spooner asked what the 
president was to do in face of the fact that 
both innocent and guilty stood mute, and. 
answering his own question by another, 
asked: 

What town would want the men who 
were charged with making a night attack 
upon defenselegs citizens and shooting at 
women with government weapons, men em- 
boldened by their successful attacks with- 
out detection who might commit the same 
crime, or worse, again?“ 

In view of these facta he justified the 
course taken by the president. 

The men, continued the senator, could not 
have been sent to any other southern town, 
and even Sergeant’ Mingo Sanders, with his 
twenty-six years of honorable service, could 
not have gone to South Carolina, the state of 
his birth, without running the risk of being 
shot down, 

Would the senator like him sent to Wis- 
consin?” asked Mr. Tillman. 

“I would not object at all so far as he is 
concerned, retorted Mr. Spooner. 


Tillman Gets a Lashing. 


Later, Mr. Tillman asked Mr. Spooner to 
yield to him, and the Wisconsin senator said 
he would do so for a question, but when Mr. 
Tillman began his question with a statement 
Mr. Spooner said he had not yielded for a 
speech. 

I I wanted to make a speech I should do 
so and speak directly, so that I should be 
understood,“ declared Mr. Tillman. 

“I don’t know about that,” replied Mr. 
Spooner. 

“You never misunderstood me at any 
rate, asserted the South Carolinian. 

Out of charity for the senator,“ retorted 
Mr. Spooner, ironically, I have sometimes 
wrought myself up to the conclusion that I 
had misunderstood him.’ 

The‘ question at last admitted was as to 
why the president had not adopted Maj. Pen- 
rose's recommendation for the ferreting out 
of the guilty. 

The president of the United States will 
never require any defense from the attacks 
of the senator from South Carolina,“ was 
Mr. Spooner’s reply. He has developed a 
mania for attacking the president. I did not 
intend to branch off on sucha discussion, but 
I have never been so surprised by any man’s 
attitude as I have by that of the senator from 
South Carolina. He is so filled with ani- 
mosity for the president and has so often 
taken occasion to express it that I do not Fe. 
lieve his attacks will be taken seriously by 
the people.” 

Mr. Tillman attempted a reply, but Mr. 
Spooner declined to yield. \He went on to 
criticise Mr. Tillman for the harsh words he 
had hurled at the pregident in untempered 
Speeches, which the Wisconsin senator de- 
clared were ungracious and unjustified. He 
condemned Mr. Tillman for impeaching the 
motive of the president and ridiculed Mr. 
Tillman’s claim that he stood for the funda- 
mental principle of liberty. 


His Views Called a Disgrace. 


Quote me accurately,” shouted Mr. Till- 

man. 

You quote yourself,” replied Mr. 8 

rik South Carolina senator then paid that he 
had declared that it was the fundamental 
principle of English and American liberty 
that every man is innocent until he has been 
proved guilty. Mr. Spooner said that was the 
correct principle, and that the South Caro- 
linfan, contrary to that principle, had begun 
his speech on the race question by convicting 
the whole black race. He scored Mr. Till- 
man for the sentiment before uttered that 
“we shot em; we killed em, and we'll do it 
again.“ 

T hae been shocked.“ he added, by the 
attitude ſot the senator from South Carolina 
on more than one occasion when he has 
spoken here in justification and support of 
the continuance of lynching. If there is one 
man who ought not to encourage it, it is the 
man who sits here as the maker of laws. 


Tillman Too Stunned to Reply. 
And I want to say here,“ he continued, 


“that any man who encourages lynching, | 


murder, and lawlessness will have much to 
answer for, and the higher his position und 
the mightier his influence the more will he 
have to answer for. No man can come here 
with good grace to impeach the president for 
his dismissal of men because they were not 
identified as criminals who comes to that 
accusation from a lynching bee or who jus- 
tiles one.“ 

Mr. Spooner quoted a newspaper report of 
one of Senator Tillman’s lectures in which 
he referred to negroes as babboons and said, 
when asked How about the law?” replied. 
“To hell with such laws.“ 

When Mr. Spooner took his seat Mr. TI 
man remarked that he would “ take occasion 
in the near future to have something to say on 
this question and in answer to some of the 
insulting allusions he has made.“ 

The bitter feeling provoked by the contro- 
versy between the senators makes it im- 
possible to say when a vote can be had on 
the resolution, It is expected the debate will 
not be extended.

D. C. Jan. e of 
State Root and Secretary of Commerce and 
Labor Straus were the principel speakers 


at today’s session of the national conven- 
tion for the extension of the foreign com- 


merce of the United Stateam - 

Secretary Root’s speech was an exhaustive 
discussion of the resources of the Latin- 
American republics and a plea for closer 
trade relations with them. He severely crit- 
icised the steamship service between this 
country and the South American ports and 
declared that subsidies alone, to meet the 
cheaper wages and-living expenses of for- 
eign steamship lines, could bring about a 
proper American merchant marine. He said 
it was a sad commentary that dispatches 
from the state department to South America 
as @ rule were forwarded via * so poor 
was the service direct. 


Noot Defines Cuban Polley. 

As to the smaller countries about the Ca- 
ribbeam and particularly West Indian coun- 
tries, Secretary Root said they had had a 
hard time, the coriditions being such that at 
times it was difficult for them to maintain a 
Stable government, cursed as they were by 
frequent revolution. 

Poor Cuba, he exclaimed, with her 
wonderful climate and richness of soll, has 
suffered, . We have done the best we could 
to help her, and we mean to go on doing the 
best we can to help her.” 

Continuing, he said that the attitude of the 
United States toward these countries could 
be put in three sentences: First, we don't 
want to take them ourselves; second, we 
don’t want any foreign nation to take them 
for themselves: and, third, we want to help 
them, and we will.“ There was, he said, 
much talk about annexing Cuba, but, said 
he, “never, so long as the people of Cuba 


do not themselves give up the effort to gov- | 


erm themselves.” 

He declared that the treatment of San Do- 
mingo, like the treatment of Cuba, was but 
“a part of a great policy which shall in the 
years to come determine the relations of this 
vast country, with its life and enterprize, 
and also of a great policy of peace and 
righteousness.”’ 


Plea for High and Low Tariff. 

Mr. Root took up the question of reciprocity 
treaties and said that inasmuch as 90 per 
cent of our imports from South America 
came in free of duty, the fleld to be covered 


ty such treaties with those countries is com- 


paratively narrow. - 

There are, however,“ he said, some 
countries in regard to whose products I 
should like much to see am opportunity to 
make reciprocity treaties, but this opens up 


a broader subject, and I don’t think the sup- [ 


ject of reciprocity can now be adequately 
considered or discussed without going into 
a broader subject—the whole form of our 
tariff laws. In my judgment the United 
States must come to a maximum and mini- 
mum tariff. 

Continuing, Mr. Root said that a single 
straight out tariff was all very well im a 
world of single straight tariffs, but, he said, 
re have passed on during the course of 
years into a world for the most part of maxi- 
mum and minimam tariffs, and with our sin- 
gle rate tariff we are left with little oppor- 
tunity to reciprocate good ‘treatment from 
other countries in their tariffs and little op- 
portunity to defend ourselves against bad 
treatment by other nations.“ 


Straus Rebukes California. 


Secretary Straus discussed the growth of 
our trade with China and Japan as well as 
eur other relations with those <@untries. 
It fs a matter of serious regret,” he de- 
clared, that recent incidents in a single 
community of this country—a community 
which has profited greatly by the enlarge- 
ment of our trade with Japan—should have 
endangered the cordiality of relations under 
which the trade has devéloped. While this 
occurrence is too recent to have had as 
yet a perceptible effect upon trade relations, 
it requires no stretch of imagination to fore- 
see that unless these deplorable incidents are 
satisfactorily adjusted they will havea dis- 
astrous influence upon oyr future trade with 
that country. A nation cannot offend an- 
other nation and hold the trade of its peo- 
ple any more than an individual merchant 
or manufacturer can expect to hold cus- 
tomers whom he openly offends or brutally 
insults.*’ 

President Jacob Gr Schurman of Corneil 
discussed the complaints against the evils 
of giant corporations and trusts, but de- 
clared that much of the increase in tradeand 
exports had been due to these same organiza- 
tions. He said the existence of trusts could 
not be helped. It is not swollen fortunes 
we should criticise,’’ said he, but stolen 
fortunes.“ He believed that among other 
things the needs of the country should be 


met by tariff adjustments.

Senator: Henson to Introguce Bill Es- 
tablishing Whipping Post for 
Offenders. 


Springfield, III., Jan. 15,—[Special.]—Sen- 
ator James A. Henson of Decatur proposes 
to reform bad husbands. He announces his 
intention to introduce in the senate tomorrow 
a bill establishing a whipping post for wife 
beaters. His bill will-fix the maximum num- 
ber of lashes at fifty, providing that the 
sheriff, marshal, policeman, or any person 
appointed by the court which passes sen- 
tence shall wield the Whip. 

Mr. Henson recognizes the possibility that 
a wife might be a muscular person, of com- 
bative disposition, and that in some cases 
the husband might have to use a mop handle 
or flatiron in self-preservation.

EXAMINE BANES, NOT BANKERS. 

A correspondent who says he has been 
in the banking business for sixteen years 
inks he knows the best way to make 
banks safe. He would require every pros- 
pective banker, including officers and di- 
rectors of incorporated banks, whether 
state or national, to undergo a period of 
preparation or pass an examination that it 
may be determined whether he is compe- 
tent to run a bank. 

No examination, however rigid, can 
throw much. light on the question whether 
the candidate for the banking honors pos- 
sesses the prime qualification of the good 
banker, without which all knowledge of 
bookkeeping, of exchange, discounts, and 
the currency system is as naught. The 
successful banker is the one who has the 
subtle sense which tells him that the men 
to whom he lends money will pay it back. 
The man who has that sense may not have 
theories about finance and the circulating 
medium, but he piles up profits for his 
stockholders. He is what Bagehot calls a 
“solyency meter and it is seldom that 
he is taken in by bad paper. 

Judging by the general prosperity of the 
banking business in the United States, and 
the small percentage of failures, the bank- 
ers are fairly good judges of the trust- 
worthiness of men and the value of securi- 
ties. Most of them have begun at the bot- 
tom and have worked their way up. They 
have a practical knowledge of all the de- 
tails of the business. 

The most disastrous bank failures of 
1906 were the work of men who had been 
in charge of banks for some years and who 
were supposed to be conservative and safe. 
So they were for a long time, and then 
little by little they became reckless and 
began putting the funds of their banks into 
losing enterprises. Failures of that kind 
cannot be prevented by putting prospec- 


pass an examination. The best preventive 
is an inquiry at irregular intervals into the 
condition of a bank—not an inquiry which 
skims the surface, but' one which goes to 
the bottom. 

There were several disgraceful bank 
failures in Pennsylvania last year, They 
would not have happened, or would have 
been trifling affairs, if adequate examina- 
tions had been made. The same is true 
of the Steusland bank. Its failure re- 
vealed the weakness of the Illinois bank 
examination system, and imposed upon 
the general assembly the duty of making 
it more efficient. 


LESSONS SOON FORGOTTEN. 
Late in November, barely six weeks 
&g0, a young woman lost her life in one 
of the frenzied crushes that have become 
a seemingly indispensable accompaniment 
to travel on the elevated roads. The 
city council at once took up the matter 
of overcrowded platforms and exhorted 
the chief of police to do everything in his 
power to avert such calamities in future.

Summoned and lectured on the evils of 


overcrowding. It was announced that 
the entire police force, mounted and on 
foot, would be used if necessary to put a 
stop to the abomination, and it was re- 
solved that policemen should join with 
employ4@ of the companies at the ele- 
vated stations to restrain the crowds and 
secure the safety of the traveling pub- 
lic. Everything that seemed to assure 
relief was promised. 

Tuesday morning a young woman was 
seriously injured under conditions corre- 
sponding closely to those which charac- 
Humboldt 
park train. That she was not killed 
was not the result of any lesson taken 
to heart by the circumstances of that 
disaster. 
is, a matter of considerable public curi- 
osity to know just how long the excel- 
lent resolutions made by the authorities 
and believed by the people were allowed 
to be in operation, for it is only fair to 
admit that for a day or two at least 
there was a show of activity in restrain- 
ing the crowds and saving the people 
from their own impetuosity. It would 
be interesting to know if at the end of a 
week the public has become so. orderly 
on elevated platforms, so accustomed ‘to 
proeeeding to its trains with dignity 
and in Indian file, that the police could 
be withdrawn and the railway employés 
relax their vigilance, or will it be thought 
best to have another indignant expression 
from the council, another sharp rebuke 
for the railroad officials, and other dem- 
onstrations of activity on the part of the 
police? All to be discontinued and re- 
newed as future accidents and tragedies 
may dictate. , 

These are questions gf some jmpor- 
tance to several hundred thousand per- 
sons who use the elevated roads going to 
and from their homes, for no one, how- 
ever timid and cautious, can declare that 
he will not be caught in the scramble 
and be carried to his death.

GOVERNMENT IRON, ORE LANDS. 

Considerable attentioh has been given 
of late to the proposition that surveys of 
pudlie lands of the United States, be 
made by experts to ascertain where there 
are indications of the presence of valua- 
ble deposits of coal or oi] and that such 
lands shall be withheld from sale. It 
is said that such lands should not be- 
come private property, but should be 
leased by the government to parties who 
will bind themselves to sell the coal or 
oi] at reasonable rates.

Bills for the withdrawal of coal and oil 
lands from public entny are before con- 
gress.

There are other lands which have not 
been méntioned in the discussions, but 
which deserve equal attention. They 
are the lands where there are valuable 
deposits of iron ore. The United States 
is rich in this ore, the yearly production 
exceeding 16,000,000 tons, with a value 
considerably over $250,000,000. The steel 
corporation has been getting its clutches 
upon whatever has value in this line 
and its’ members have grown immensely 
wealthy during recent years of prosperity. 
Iron ore deposits have a permanent 
value which will increase as the demands 
of industry become more and more inces- 
sant. If there should be found govern- 
ment lands rich in this natural product 
they should be reserved from sale on the 
principle proposed for the regions where 
coal and oil deposits are discovered. If 
there has been great disregard of the 
nation’s financial interests in these direc- 
tions it may, perhaps, be excused by the 


interest which has been taken in past 


years in. the development of the home- 
stead idea. But for the future there will 
be no possible excuse if private or cor 
parate interests get possession ‘of valua- 
ble territory to the prejudice of the pub-

Ex-Capt. Mattachich, the garry hero of the 
romance of Princess Louise of Belgium, is 
once again involved in a financial scandal, 
which is now engaging the attention ef the 
courts, and to which, curiously enough, there 
is an American feature. It may be remem- 
| bered that after eloping with the princess 
to France and after fighting a duel with her 
husband, Prince Philip of Coburg, he was 
arrested in Austria on a charge of having 
discounted notes bearing the forged signa- 
‘ure of ex-Crown Princess Stephenie. He 
was convicted of the crime by court martial 
and sentenced to a term of penal servitude, 
the princess being locked up in a hunatic 
asylum near Dresden as irresponsible. 
Toward the close of his term he was set at 
liberty by order of the emperor and there- 
upon assisted the princess to escape from 
her sanitarium, their flight creating an even 
greater sensation than their elopement sev- 
tral years previously. Subsequently a di- 
vorce took. place in the courts of Coburg, the 
fecree being rendered against the princess, 
the ex-captain’s name being brought into 
the case as co-respondent, notwithstanding 
an agreement that no mention thereof should 
be made. 

Since then the princess has been living in 
and around Paris, the ex-captain forming 
part of her establishment. ‘There is no rec- 
ord of their being married and the princess, 
when offered the other day by her father 
‘a handsome allowance and an establishment 
m keeping with her rank on the condition 
that she would cut adrift from her unsavory 
surroundings, declined to listen to reagon, in 
spite of the fact that she is in terrible finan- 
tial Straits.

Some time ago a suit was instituted against 
her in the Austrian courts by Count Rudolph 
Festetics, the ex-son-in-law of James B. 
Haggin of New York. The count claimed 
that he had loaned to the princess a sum of 
520,000, with which to effect her escape. The 
princess denied having recejved anything be- 
yond $11,000 and denounced the count as a 
usurer, taking it for granted that the re- 
maining $9,000 represented the interest which 
he was charging. The count thereupon ex- 
plained that he was only charging $1,000 in- 
terest and that the balance, that is to say, 
$8,000, had been paid by him personally into 
the hands of the ex-captain. As the princess 
acknowledged having received $11,000 from 
the count, Judgment was given against her 
to that amount, while the court directed the 
public prosecutor to investigate the virtual 
charge of embezzlement brought against the 
*x-captain. It is a charge that is based on 
the sworn testimony of Count Festetics, sup- 
ported by documentary proof that he loaned 
to the princess $19,000, of which he handed 
$8,000 to ex-Capt. Mattachich for the prin- 
cess, and the sworn testimony of the prin- 
tess that she only received $11,000. 

That the ex-captain should have neglected 
to admit to the princess having received the 
missing $8,000 for her and have furnished 
her either with a satisfactory explanation or 
have implored her forgiveness before allow- 
ing her to go on public record ag not having 
received the money looks exceedingly dam- 
aging for him, and it is difficult to see how 
he can escape the responsibility for what ap- 
pears on the face of it to be a particularly 
mean fraud. Should he be cdnvicted it will 
go hard with him, since it will set at rest all 
doubts which may have éxisted in the minds 
vf romantically inclined people as to his guilt 
In connection, with the forged acceptances. 
Moreover, as an ex-convict, his punishment 
will be doubly severe and he will receive 
vut little sympathy.

As far as the princess is concerned, it 
would perhaps be the best thing for her that 
could happen. It would compel her to aban- 
don her present mode of life, which is bound 
to end in even still more scandalous disasters 
than those fm which she has already figured, 
and to accept the fair offer made to her in 
the interests of the reigning house of Bel- 
gium by her father, the king, and by the 
Belgian ministers of state. The judgment 
given by the Austrian courts in favor of 
Count Festetics can be enforced in France 
and will therefore render still moreacute her 
financial straits. 

As for the $19,000 loaned by Count Rudolph 
Festetics, one is tempted to ask whether 
some of this money was not of American 
origin. For Count Rudolph Festetics, who is 
only distantly related to the enormously 
rich Count Tassilo Feetetics, the head of the 
family, had but little fortune when he mar- 
ried the granddaughter of James B. Haggin, 
and it is generally understood that he re- 
ceived a considerable dowry with his Amerit- 
can wife, as well as the means of undertaking 
that extraordinary yachting cruise through 
the South Sea islands which was brought to 
an untimely end by the wreck of the yacht 
and the desertion of the countess by her er- 
ratic husband at Singapore. The fll-matched 
couple have since been divorced. 


‘Difference in Men, 

Carnegie and Rockefeller started life poor, 
but each with a purpose to save. A hundred 
thousand others who started life poor at the 
same time, and each one of whom had the 
same purpose to save, are living today, with 
perhaps a few thousands each in the bank, or 
in a home, and it takes about all they can 
earn in their declining years to keep what they 
have saved. Carnegie and Rockefeller have 
to employ specialists in benevolence and 
philanthropy to help them give away a frac- 
tion of their yearly earnings. The difference 
is altogether in the men. The hundred thou- 
sand others plodded on at the original pace, 
banking their savings at 2 or 8 per cent. Car- 
negie and Rockefeller watched for opportu- 
nities of safe and profitable investment, and 
put their savings there. Meanwhile they kept 
the brain active, and finally with their ac- 
cumulated capital hewed out business oppor- 
tunities for themselves, and with such minds 
and training as theirs the rest easy. 

Remember this: Your savings are not the 
end for which you should labor, they are only 
the means to the end.—Cent for Cent.

She has met at the house 
of Mrs. Von Tonning—one of her kindest 
patronesses—the latter’s nephew, Edmund 
Shellhorn, and the two young people have 
proceeded to fall desperately in love with 
each other.

She herself is an illegitimate child, her father 
having deserted her mother and married a 
wealthy woman in order to further his official 
position. Gerda has grown up with a bitter 

vtred in. her heart for this father, and when 

e comes to her after having lost his wife and 
His second daughter she is intensely bitter 
toward him. But he pleads for her forgive- 
ness, points out that he deserted her mother 
solely because his father demanded it, and 
that he himself has been unhgppy all these 
years. 

She yields, but declares she is unworthy to 
return to his home as his acknowledged 
daughter. She has had an “affair.” She 
tells him about Edmund, and when he finds 
out that the young man is the son of his old- 
time friend Shellhorn he expresses his sat- 
isfaction. He will be able to make every- 
thing all right. He carries out his plan, in- 
troduces Gerda to Mr. and Mrs. Shellhorn as 
his daughter, and they receive her with open 
arms and immediately see in her a brilliant 
catch for their son Edmund. 

The young mon, however, will not consent 
to undertake the winning of this unknown 
girl. He tells his father in a distinctly un- 
pleasant conversation that he is involved 
with another girl, and the father, congratu- 
lating him on the fact that the other girlisa 
nobody, insists upon a letter being written to 
her breaking off all relations. This letter 
Edmund writes, and it reaches Gerda just 
after she has become an inmate of her fa- 
ther’s home and the Shellhorn family have 
come to call. Edmund just has arrived, 
when Gerda rushes into the room and in a 
strong dramatic scene denounces him, his 
family, and the sham society they represent. 
Old Shellhorn, whois a hypocrite of the worst 
kind, comes the next day to try to patch up 
matters and finally Gerda consents to see 
Edmund, but in her ¢onversation with him 
she soon discovers that it is her wealth and 
position he is willing to marry and she orders 


him from the house. The play ends with her | 


in her father’s arms—these two fighters 
against the shame of society facing life to- 
gether. 

— 

The atmosphere of the entire play is that 
of sociad taint, and the conversation between 
Edmund and his roué father in the second 
act is anything but pleasant for the listener. 
There are strong dramatic moments in the 
play, however, but Mr. Fulda does not solve 
any problems. He simply sets them up and 
rails against them, and when the final cur- 
tain falls the principal characters are really 
in a worse predicament than when it first 
rose. 

As for the performance, it is in nowise at 
all German in manner, but it is better than 
any that previously have been given at the 
New theater, with the possible exception of 
that of “The Son-in-Law.” The stage 
management is distinctly improved, and 
while certain of the players are hopelessly 
mediocre, more is being accomplished in the 
way of effective ensemble than heretofore 
has been in evidence. The women of the 
cast are good, and if a few more capable 
men could be secured the company would be 
fairly well balanced.

Mies Herne as Gerda does excellent work. 
She has personality and she has charm. 
She plays sincerely, and her emotionality as 
well as her merriment rings invariably true. 
She is gaining constantly and rapidly in the 
mastery of the technic of her art, and every 
indication points to her going far tn her 
stage career. The abundant lovemaking of 
the first act she manages so that it does not 
become laughable, and the danger is close 
when the play is presented before an Amer- 
jean audience. 

Sincere praise is due Miss Hammer for a 
really excellent piece of work as Johanna, 
the, browbeaten and overwrought wife of 
Shelihorn. The intense nervousness of the 
woman is admirably expressed, and the scene 
of explanation in the last act ip as able a 
bit of true, honest acting as has teen seen 
on the local stage this season, 

Miss Kimball is commendable aga society 
who plays fair.“ and yet has her 
reputation smirched by a member of her own 
sex, Who becomes envious of her. Mr. Dur- 
kin, as the elderly father of Gerda, assumes 
a role which te entirely out of bie une, and 
does it surprisingly well. He lends distinc- 
tion to the impersonation, and im voice, bear- 
ing, and manner suggests effectively the 
diplomat and man of the world. 

Mr. Lesoir also does a praise meriting bit 
as a high official, Mr. Dunn plays the lover in 
fairly satisfactory manner, and Mr. Lewis is 
acceptable as Shellhorn,

Mrs. L. Hobbs Drives from Stafion to 
Street Corner, Where Her Cabman 
and a Teamster Come to Blows 
Over Right of Way—Arrests Fol- 
low and Visiter Decides to Walk te 
Her Destination—Given an Escort 
of Police. 


Mrs. L. Hobbs never had been in Chicago 
before yesterday. When she arrived at the 
La Salle street station she had her misgiv- 
ings? Fifteen minutes later she was con- 
vinced Chicago is unlike Cleveland, O. 

Mrs. Hobbs is an artist. She lives in Cleve- 
land. She wished to be conveyed from the 
La Salle street station to 274 Michigan ave- 
nue.

MINERS LAG AS TO FOND. 


MANY FAIL TO PAY EXTRA STRIKE 
ASSESSMENT. 


Reporte Submitted at Annual Con- 
vention at Indianapolis Show That 
Million Dollar Defense Scheme Is 
Not Backed Up, Probably Half the 
Locals in Anthracite Districts Be- 
ing in Arrears—Mitchell Urges Or- 
ganizers Be Put to Work There. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Jan. 15.—The eighteenth 
annual convention of the United Minework- 
ers of America, which opened here at 10 
o'clock this morning, devoted the entire time 
to the right of delegates representing unions 
which had failed to pay the extra strike aa- 
sessment of 50 cents a week to be seated, and 
to hearing the reports of the general officers 
of the organization. 

The matter of seating the delegates whose 


‘seats were contested was referred back to 


the credentials committee, but up to the time 
of adjournment this committee had not ren- 
dered a decision. 

During the presentation of the report of the 
credentials committee it developed that the 
national organization had failed to replenish 
its millién dollar defense fund by levying 
an assessment of 50 cents a week against 
each miner. This assessment was author- 
ized during the national suspensjon of mining 
last year. It is still in effect, but the report 
of the credentials committee showed that a 
large percentage of the members of the or- 
ganization had failed to comply with the 
order. 


Half Locals Fail to Pay. 

According to the report of the credentials 
committee at least half of the locals of the 
three anthracite districts failed to pay the 
strike assessment. The best showing was 
made by Illinois, where only one local was 
back in its dues. 

President Mitchell in his annual report laid 
especial emphasis to the decrease in mem- 


-berehip in the anthracite field and advocated 


putting a number of organizers in that field. 
He urged the reéstablishment of the inter- 
state conference and recommended that the 
executive committee make efforts to redstab- 
lish relations with the operators in the cen- 
tral competitive field. He laid stress upon 
the apathy prevalent among the miners 
toward their duties to the organization. 


Refers to Dissension. 

Viee President T. I. Lewis then read his 
report to the conventiom On the point of 
dissension among the officials of the organ- 
ization the report says: 

“Within the last year I have been ac- 
cused of making a personal fight on inter- 
national officers of the mineworkers, even 
by some who hold official position. The men 
who make euch accusations or circulate such 
reports either have no regard for the truth 
or do not understand the differences between 
opposition to men and taking exception to 
the views or policies that a man represents.“ 

Secretary- Treasurer W. B. Wilson then 
submitted his financial report for the year 
ending Nov. 80, 1906. The present balance 
in the treasury, according to the report, is

| Hospitals Report Deaths of

Illegal Treatment. 


ONE DIES WITH SECRET. 


Refuses to Give ’ Information 
About Trouble; Police Start 
Double Probe. 


Two girls died in two Chicago hospitals 
yesterday under circumstances strikingly 
similar to those of the death of Emily Miller, 
which have been subject to an investigation 


0 dy police and coroner in the last week. Each 


case Was reported to the coroner by the 
authorities of the hospital in which the death 
occurred, 

The first brought to Coroner Hoffman's 
notice was reported by the St. Anthony de 
Padua hospital, Nineteenth street and Doug- 
las boulevard. Anna Barnes, 21 years old, 
242 South Clinton street, an employé of the 
Western Electric company, died less than 
twelve hours after she had been brought to 
the hospital with a certificate signed by Dr. 
J. J. Stoll, 408 Ashland boulevard. Before 
death the girl admitted that a midwife had 
performed an operation on her two 2 
ago. She refused to give the name. Both 
Dr. Stoll and the hospital authorities en- 
deavored to make her tell the name of the 
man in the case, but she held that a secret 
until death. 


Denies Illness to Doctor. 

Dr. Stoll was called to the girl’s residence 
five days ago. The girl denied her condition 
to the doctor. On Monday, when Dr. Stoll 
again was called she confessed and Dr. Stoll 
immediately ordered that she be sent to the 
hospital. No charge is held against Dr. 
Stoll. The inquest was postponed until next 


of the Desplaines street station under In- 
spector Shippy. 

“ Undoubtedly the publicity given the 

ily Miller has had a good effect on the 
hospitals,” said Inspector Shippy. I don’t 
believe they will try to cover up many more 
such cases.“ 

A campaign against these midwives will 
be carried on and I trust will rid the city of 
many of the kind who carry' on this criminal 
practice,“ said Coroner Hoffman. I think 
before either of the cases brought up today 
i@ over at least two of them will be brought 
to justice. The hospitals could do much to 
put an end to this miserable business and 
I think hereafter they will be more active.“ 


Second Illegal Operation. 

The police of the Deering street station 
started an investigation into the death of 
Miss Clara Cushing, 28 years old, 2814 Bon- 
field street, who succumbed to an illegal 
operation at the Wesley hospital shortly be- 
fore noon. At least one arrest is promised 
ag a result. Search is being made for a mid- 
wife living In the vicinity of Halsted and 
Thirty-fifth streets, who, it is charged, per- 
formed the operation. 

According to the hospital authorities Mias 
Cushing was admitted to the institution 
Jan, 8 She was then suffering from peri- 
tonitis, and was attended by Dr. F. R. Moess- 
ner, 2876 Archer avenue, who ordered her 
removal to the hospital. When told that 
death was but the question of a few hours 
Mise Cushing asserted that she had married 
a man of the name of McDonald in August, 
but was deserted shortly afterward. 


Secret Marriage Confessed. 

“We were secretly married,” said she to 
‘the nurse who was at her bedside, “‘ but when 
I was deserted I sought a midwife in an effort 
to hide by shame. The woman lives at 
Thirty-second and Halsted streets.” 

The police were notified, and detectives 
were at once sent out to investigate the case. 

An attempt will be made to locate McDon- 
ald, who is said to have been responsible. 

J ordered her removed to the hospital 
when I saw the seriousness of the case, said 
Dr. Moessner. ‘“‘I wae called to her house

Want Warehouse on Line of Every 
Railroad Entering Chicago in Or- 
der to Avoid Payment of Present 
Storage Charges to Competitors 
Which They Say Are Ezorbitant 
Railway Officials Said to Favor the 
*Plan—N. ¥. Central Cute Hours. 


“The smaller grain dealers of Chicago are 
back of a mowement to secure the location 
of an independent elevator on the tracks of 
every railway entering the city, and of more 
than one on the tracke of some lines. The 
object of the movement is to give the smaller 
dealers an opportunity to compete more suc- 
cessfully against the larger converns, which, 
it is charged, have in recent years tended 
to get a monopoly of the grain business at 
this market. The project has been presented 
to traffic officials of all the roads by E. B. 
Boyd. transportation manager of the board 
of trade, and many of them —— it favor- 
ably. 

Two plans for the 6 of the pro- 
posed independent elevators have been pro- 
posed. One is the organization of a holding 
corporation of which the various railways 
shall own the stock and which shall run all 
of the independent werehouses. Such a cor- 
poration would necessarily have a capitaliza- 
tion of several million dollars. The second 
plan is to have each of the railways directly 
run the independent elevator or elevators 
on its own tracks. 


Say Competitors Have Advantage. 

The small dealers dislike to be compelled, as 
they are under present conditions to a great 
extent, to put their grain through elevators 
owned or leased by their‘competitors,claiming 
they gre charged am excessive price-for stor- 

at sins charge made is three-quarters of 
‘a weit for the first ten days and one-fortieth 
of a cent a day after ten days. The grain 
dealers claim that not more than one-half 
a cent for the first ten days and one-sixtieth 
of a cent for each additional day is reasona- 
ble. The big dealers exact from each other 
the same amount for handling graim as they 
do from the small dealers, but as they carry 
equivalent) amounts in each other's ware- 
houses the cost.to them for the storage of 
their grain is really the same regardless of 
the nominal charge. 

The small dealers say the excessive charges 
made by their competitors for this service 
enables them to overbid the smaller opera- 
tions in buying grain. 

It is, believed that if independent public 
elevators were located on all the railroads, 
the larger grain dealers would. go out of 
the business of operating public warehouses. 
There are but 100 elevators in Chicago, with 
a capacity of 60,000,000 bushels of grain. The 
small dealers claim that at least half the 
capacity of these warehouses will be fully 
utilized by the “* independents ’’—that is, by 
those who own no elevators themselves—if 
they can be taken out of the hands of the big 
grain brokers. 


New Rules to Prevent Overwork. 


The New York Central has issued new 
rules applicable on all its lines to prevent its 
train crews from being overworked. By 
them trainmen are forbidden to work within 
eight hours after»having completed a run 
of twelve and less than sixteen hours. When 
they are on duty more than sixteen hours 
they must take at least ten hours’ rest.

Little Rock, Ark., Jan. 15.—[Special.}—The 
anticipated attack on horte racing was 
launched today in the senate by the pres- 
entation of a restrictive measure against 
poolselling or gambling on the results of 
horse racing. Senator Allie of the Sixteenth 
district was responsible for a bill thought to 
be aimed at the sixty day meeting at Oak- 
lawn commencing on Feb. 4. 

No committée has been appointed to which 
the bill could be referred, but by unanimous 
vote the senate ordered 200 copies printed to 
be circulated. 

The measure would make the pool buyer 
equally guilty with the person operating the 
poolroom and provides punishment for the 
misdemeanor with a fine of not less than $10 
for the first offense nor more than $25, and 
for the second offense not leee than $26 nor 
more than $100, and for all offenses after the 
second conviction a fine of not more than 
$500 and imprisonment in the county jail for 
a term of not less than thirty days and not 
more than six months, every bet or sale of 
a pool or purchase of a pool to constitute a 
separate offense. 

Provision is made for the removal of any 
officer failing to carry out the proposed law.

ae Favors the Bears. 

Weaker Liverpool cables and reports that 
protecting snows had fallen in important 
parte of the path of the reported fast mov- 
ing cold wave from the far northwest in- 
jected more courage into bearish sentiment 
at the start. Sufficient support developed 
om the softer spots to cause full recovery and 
to put values a shade over the previous close. 
Strength im the oats) market temporarily 
worked benefit to wheat, but it was not long 
before the good effects were smothered by 
the offerings of long stuff. Weakness at 
Minneapolis was a big bearish influence here, 
It was said that northwesterners joined lo- 
cal operators in pressing this market. As 
the session progressed the support dwindled 
to frail proportions. 

The general trade appeared to ignore the 
light receipts northwest and the stiff cash 
situation at Minneapolis, and paid only pass- 
ing attention to the bullish showing on the 
world’s available supplies. Arrivals of wheat 
at Duluth and Minneapolis were only 211 
cars, or exactly two-thirds less than those 
of the corresponding day last year. Local 
receipts were 60 cars, 83 under the estimate, 
and total primaries were 486,000 bu, com- 
pared to 630,000 bu a year ago. Seaboard 
clearances were only 204,000 bu wheat and 
flour, and eastern advices were that foreign- 
ers were showing more indifference, 


Bullish Figures Fail to Help. 

According to Bradstreet’s, the world’s avail- 
able supplies showed a decrease of 2,200,000 
bu, compared to an increase of 1,855,000 bu 
the week before, and a decrease of only 
71,000 bu a year ago. This item caused but 
Httle more than a scratching of the head. 
The local cash market was quiet, the demand 
being Mmited notwithstanding the reported 
improved car situation. Scund prices were 
freely paid by Minneapolis flour makers for 
the high grade grain, and there were some 
favorable cash reports from the southwest. 
Kansas City sold a lot of hard wheat here. 
Minneapolis reported a decrease of 25,000 bu 
n its stocks since Monday morning, reducing 
the increase for three days to 55,000 bu, com- 
pared to a. gain of 550,000 bu for the corre- 
sponding time in 1906. Minneapolis millers 
were said to be bidding 2c over May for No. 1 
northern to arrive any time up to June 1. 
The Argentine crop was reported to be bet- 
ter ire the north, but worse in the south than 
that of a year ago. 


Corn Market Rules Firm. 


There was little out of the ordinary to 
note in the corn market. Prices moved with- 
in à range of %c, with firmness being shown 
the greater part of the session. A good part 
of the market’s soundness was derived 
‘“‘ sympathetically "’ from the broader and 
firmer oats trade. Local receipts were 530 
cars, of which only three graded contract, 
or 76 cars more than expected. The esti- 
mated receipts of only 249 cars for Chicago 
today and the belief of some that sleet and 
snow would work further to the misery of 
country roads created some uneasiness 
among the more timid shorts, who at times 
covered freely. The cash demand was con- 
siderably checked by the firmer values at 
the tables. Seaboard clearances were 266,000 
bu, local shipments being 187,000 bu. Pri- 
mary arrivalg totaled 829,000 bu, compared 
to 714,000 bu a year ago. Liverpool wound 
up unchanged to 4d higher. Final prices 
here were 48%c for may, Mlle up: 48%@%éc 
for, July, e firmer, and 44%c for September, 
4c stronger. 


Oats Active and Higher. 

The oats pit was the center of interest in 
the grain markets. Trade was unusual’y 
broad and active, and prices showed strength 
throughout. “The big local professional, 
who has been the principal figure in the mar- 
ket for some time, provided buying orders 
galore, and his action frightened pit shorts 
into generous covering. Holders showed 
little willingness to sell their grain. The 
top prices, however, found some longs willing 
to pocket profits. Their selling caused a 
slight reaction from the best values of the 
day. The final bell registered 87@8Ttkoc for 
May, 4@%c, up; 88%ec for July, e higher, 
and 31K e for September, Kc to the good. Some 
pit students believe that the leading long is 
in a reasonably safe position, and that values 
should respond freely to all buying move- 
ments. Oats at the sample tables were in 
good inquiry at an advance ot about e. Lo- 
cal receipts were 152 cars, of which 18 grad- 
ed standard, or 15 cars more than expected, 
The local estimate for today was only 81 cars. 
Seaboard clearances were light at 2,000 bu. 


Less Interest in Provisions. 


Less activity and interest characterized op- 
erations in hog products, prices for which 
moved within narrow bounds. The charac- 
ter of trading was in keeping with that of the 
day before, when local longs took profits on 
the harder spots and stockyards people 
bought on the weaknesses. Slight advances 
were scored early, but realizing sales caused 
a reaction. Final prices were 5c lower for 
pork, 24%4c weaker for lard, and e nickel 
higher for ribs. Local hog arrivals were re- 
ported at 28,000 and prices at the yards ruled 
firmer. The total western run of hogs was 
86,000, compared to 85,800 last year. Some 
traders figured that colder weather would 
result in a larger movement from the coun- 
try. Shipments of meats and lard hence 
were well under those of a year ago!’ Local 
estimated swine receipts for today were 


87,000, 
Small Trade in Rye. 

Trade in rye was of small proportions, but 
a firmer feeling was in evidence, and prices 
were ½% higher. Receipts were 1 car. No. 2 
free on board sold at 66@67c; white rye, 68@ 
6814c; No. 8, 62c. January was 62c bid and 
62% asked; May, 65%c bid and 68% asked.

Offerings of wheat in the cash crowd were 
Nght. but in spite of this fact there was lit- 
tle demand, and the vig of the market was 
easier, especially for low grades of hard 
winter wheat. Kansas — nr in partiouler 
was weak. Shippers were not unanimous 
regarding the car situation, some of them 
reporting conditions growing steadily worse, 
while others claimed cars could be obtained 
more freely. Some of the eastern lines are 
refusing all grain shipments for the time 
being. A sale of a small lot of No. 2 red 
was reported at 4c under May. Exporters 
reported bids for Manitoba wheat relatively 
lower. A local cash house bought 100,000 bu 
hard winter wheat of excellent quality at 
Kansas City at 60%, or 10c under Chicago 
May. No. 1 northern at.Minneapolis was 2c 
over May, millers being the best buyers, 
particularly Washburn-Crosby. It is esti- 
mated that millere in the northwest heve 
purchased 750,000 bu or more winter wheat 
in the last few days to make up the deficiency 
im the receipts of spring wheat. An advance 
of ½e per bu for No. 2 hard was made at 
Omaha. Kansas City and St. Louis were 
each unchanged to %c higher. New York 
wired that both the united kingdom and ‘he 
continents were out of the market yester- 
day. In the local cash market corn and 
oats were both dite higher, with a fair de- 
mand. Receivers said that interior. points 
were offering corn more freely, especially in 
Illinois. In northern Iowa cars are scarce. 
Local sales were 50,000 bu wheat, 100,000 bu 
corn, and 160,000 bu oats. The seaboard re- 
ported 88,000 bu wheat, 68,000 bu corn, and 
25,000 bu oats for export. 


Local wheat shorts were pretty well cov- 
ered yesterday, and local longs were all anx- 
ious to take profits. Rankin, ReQua, Kids- 
ton, Gifford, Bartlett-Frazier, and Snydacker 
were all on the selling side. In the early 
trade there was a little commission house 
buying, and also a few buying orders exe- 
cuted for New York people. A little buying 
by the St. Anthony Grain company was 
credited to Washburn-Crosby, who were the 
best buyers at Minneapolis. Geahart, Bart- 
lett-Frazier, Wrenn, and shorts were the 
leading traders on the long side of corn. 
Selling was scattered. Patten, Bartlett-Fra- 
zier, Peavey, Congdon, and Jackson were 
the heaviest buyers of oata. Northern Grain 
bought May and sold July. Wells also made 
the same change. Other selling was scat- 
tered. Swift, the Cudahy Packing company, 
and Armour brokers were the leading pro- 
vision buyers, John Cudahy and Sterling 
being the best sellers. 


“In spite of the undoubtedly good crop 
in the Argentine, we cannot help feeling 
friendly towards wheat,” said F. Lenders 
& Co. of London. “It appears to us that 
at present prices sellers generally are not 
eager to let their holdings go, in addition to 
which we are convinced that little has been 
bought lately in the united kingdom, so that 
buyers must come in soon, and we also ex- 
pect a steady demand for the continent.” 


Broomhall's weekly summary of foreign 
wheat crops said; ‘‘ United kingdom—Weath- 
er mild; croop outlook generally satisfactory.
